Athens ; who is reported to have been 
ſlain by the Hasbandmen when they 
were Drunk. Aubeneus in one place | 


writeth, that Oreſtus Son to Dencalion, 


firſt diſcovered the Vine about Mount 


Arina in Sicily. In another place he 


ſayes, that it was found in the City 


Plinthina in Agypt. Aruntes a Tirrhen, 
baniſhed out of his Conntrey by Luci- 
non, whom he brought up of a Child, 
carried the firſt Wine into France. 


Bat before all theſe, Noah was the 
firſt that either Tilled the Land, or 


Planted the Vineyard; and when that 


he had taſted too much of the Fruit f : 


the Grape, he was Drunk. Wine 


found out and invented divers Games. 


Staphylus (as Pliny faith) was the firſt 
[that allayed Wine. But for all theſe 
generally entertained Opinions the 
Poets will have Bacchus to be the firſt 
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E. thoſe Countries how to make Ale of 


Parley which had no Grapes growing, 
into this Drink the Germans afterwards 
Pur Hops and called it Beer.

have. _e£olus far his great inlight in- 
to the Nature of them, hath by the

28 Regions of the Aire ; thoſe that 
de more curious in their ſearch and in- 
cuir ef their: Natures , will have 
chk Ko be no leſs then eight.
